SUMMARY ; 

In terms of the project objectives! GROSSBAHN has been quite successful in 
furnishing the desired coverage: 

a) His 03 reporting has been extensive and conroe tent,, highly regarded by 
local customers, although the reaction of Washington customer agencies 
has been varied (some of the material has been evaluated in Washington as 
knov/n and of slight interest)/ 

b) GROSSBAHH has only recently been asked to contribute to the REDCAP program. 

He successfully recruited the prospective agenj he was asked to approach. 

He is no^ attempting to develpp leads to possible REDCAP agents through his 
ovm sub- source s. 

c) GROSSBKHN's CI/CE coverage has been very helpful, both in terms of our own 
operations and the general CE scene. A particular advantage has been his 
ability to do namechecks on request speedily and in detail. 

d) The Slovakian operation which was beginning to produce reports and document- 
ation collapsed In July 1952 with the arrest of the couriers in the CSR» Sine 
then the emphasis has been mainly on the furnishing of leads to tim 

Satelli tespperations, rafther then on having GROSSBAHH actually mount such 
operations himself. 

e) la 1950, when under the direction of the Pullach Operations Base, GROSSBAHN 
was asked to desist from furnishing reports on the Austrian political scene, 
in favor of other targets. Although he now does not furnish political 

• reports on a regular basis, he fulfills specific requests. 

f ) * The use of GROSSBAHN in the ICEBERG program is In the planning stage, and 

he has so far not been approached in thte m&t&er.

SECURITY ASPECT : GROSSBAHR' s Sl&vkkian operation ended in July 195 2 when 

his last remaining couriers were picked up while on 
mission inside Czechoslovakia, Poliowing this, "SUM, the 
Slovakian priest An Austria, involved in the operation was 
dropped* So later was XX-1, GROS SHAHS’ 1 s case officer for the 
operation* These steps were taken to seal off GROSSBARN from 
, any efforts by CIS to follow up leads obtained from the 

captured couriers* There are no Indications that GROSSBAJOPs 
security has been endangered by the collapse of the Slovkkiaa 
operation. ' v

A serious threat to GROSSBAHN^s security has come to light, 
however, through allegations that CC-2, GROSSBAHN’s office assist- 
ant, has close, connections with Willi HOBTTL (well-known 
intelligence peddler suspected of connections with RIS, inter alia) 
an'i has disclosed classified information to him. These allegations 
were made by t^rl^HA§S-ii a CIC informant, who also knows HOETTL 
well. CC-2 has on his own initiative submitted his resignation, 
to be effective 31 January 1953* CC-2 w£a to be 
in the fifcld in early January and we are awaiting the report of 
the result before submitting a full report on the security v 
compromise. 
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
